To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Alderley  Edge,  Cheadle  and 
Gatley,  and  Wilmslow  Urban  District  Councils. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  of  the  work  done 
and  conditions  in  the  three  sanitary  districts  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1956. 

The  Report  is,  as  always,  drawn  up  on  the  lines  recommended 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  whose  instructions  and  to  whom  these 
reports  are  made.  The  Report  is  again  a joint  one,  as  this  has  been 
found  to  be  most  valuable,  but  too  much  stress  should  not  be  laid 
upon  individual  figures. 


There  was  no  Maternal  Death  in  any  of  the  districts  during 
1956.  The  Infant  Mortality  in  Alderley  Edge  was  nil,  and  this 
offsets  the  rather  high  Mortalities  during  the  previous  years. 

The  statistics  of  all  three  districts  are  comparable  with  those  of 
similar  residential  districts  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Last 
year  attention  was  drawn  to  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer,  but 
as  will  be  seen  this  year  all  the  three  districts  show  a reduced  number 
of  deaths  from  this  cause,  in  spite  of  the  increases  in  population. 


The  reports  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  given  after  my 
Report  and  continue  to  show  satisfactory  conditions.  Special  attention 
has  been  given  during  the  year  to  work  on  the  preparation  and 
handling  of  food  stuffs. 

I thank  all  the  Public  Health  staff  and  also  the  Clerks, 
Treasurers  and  Surveyors  of  the  various  Councils  for  their  co- 
operation. I much  appreciate  the  help  of  the  members  of  the  various 
Health  Committees.

SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 


(a)  Staff. 

A list  of  staff  is  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  Report. 

Duties  : — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  restricted  from  private  practice 
and  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  three  districts,  which  also  form 
the  area  covered  by  the  Cheadle  and  Wilmslow  Divisional  Health 
Committee  and  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  Education  of  the 
Cheshire  County  Council ; the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  both  these  Committees. 

Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  Alderley  Edge  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  is  also 
Rodent  Officer  is  part-time,  but  employed  solely  by  the  Authority. 
This  arrangement  has  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily. 
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In  Cheadle  and  Gatley  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  is  also 
Rodent  Officer,  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector  and  Inspector  under 
the  Petroleum  Acts.  There  are  two  additional  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  the  senior  of  whom  is  responsible  for  cleansing  and 
salvage,  the  Cleansing  Department  being  administered  separately 
from  the  Public  Health  Department. 

In  Wilmslow,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  is  also  Rodent 
Officer,  is  responsible  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse, 
and  is  Inspector  under  the  Petroleum  Acts.  There  is  also  an  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector. 


(, b ) Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall  carries  out 
the  greater  part  of  the  work  for  this  area.  A collection  service  is 
available  at  Sharston  Ambulance  Station  from  Monday  to  Friday. 
A small  amount  of  work  is  still  dealt  with  by  the  Pathological 
Department  of  the  Stockport  and  Buxton  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 

The  examinations  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  are  for 
the  ascertainment  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  and  the 
examination  of  foods  bacteriologically. 


(c)  Hospitals. 

There  are  in  the  district  three  Hospitals,  one  is  Barnes  Hospital, 
which  is  a subsidiary  to  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary ; Cheadle 
Royal  Hospital  which  is  for  the  reception  of  mental  cases  and  is  an 
excepted  Hospital,  although  there  are  a number  of  National  Health 
service  beds  ; and  Alderley  Edge  Cottage  Hospital  which  comes 
under  the  Macclesfield  & District  Hospital  Management  Committee. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Water  Supply. 

1 am  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  Dearden,  the  Water  Engineer  at  Stock- 
port  for  the  following  information  : 
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(1)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been 
satisfactory  (a)  in  quality  (b)  in  quantity. 


(2)  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw 
water  and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the 
results  being  satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  were  made 
monthly  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the 
results  being  satisfactory. 


(3)  The  water  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent 
action,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  chemical  analyses  are 
dealt  with  in  (2)  above. 


(4)  The  water  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by 
mechanical  filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated. 


With  reference  to  the  water  supply  in  Wilmslow,  when  it 
is  necessary  to  use  boreholes  the  water  is  mixed  with  water 
from  the  upland  surface  supplies  and  this  will  continue  to  be 
done  until  a softening  plant  is  available  at  these  works. 


(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Alderley  Edge — With  reference  to  the  Joint  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  between  Alderley  Edge  and  Wilmslow,  approval  in  principle 
has  been  obtained  from  the  Minister  but  the  necessary  authority  to 
commence  the  work  has  not  yet  been  obtained. 


Cheadle  and  Gatley — The  Cheadle  Hulme  outfall  sewer  has  been 
completed  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  this  has  relieved  the  surcharging 
of  the  sewers  and  made  provision  for  the  considerable  development 
in  the  area.  Loan  sanction  has  been  obtained  from  the  Ministry  in 
connection  with  the  new  surface  water  sewer  dealing  with  the  Out- 
wood  Road  area.  This  is  a £20,000  scheme.

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Wilmslow— During  the  year  Ministry  sanction  was  obtained  (to 
Contract  No.  6)  which  involves  approximately  4 miles  of  sewers  and 
the  rebuilding  of  the  Northern  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  An  appli- 
cation has  gone  forward  for  another  main  outfall  primarily  for  the 
Manchester  overspill  housing  in  Handforth.  A short  length  of  foul 
sewer  on  the  main  road  has  been  completed  so  that  all  houses  between 
the  River  Dean  and  Bluebell  Hotel  are  now  connected  to  the  foul 
sewer.  There  were  two  sewer  collapses  during  the  year  and  the 
opportunity  was  taken,  while  relaying  one  in  North  Oak  Lane, 
to  make  provision  for  a further  extension  into  Racecourse  Road. 


(c)  Public  Cleansing. 

In  Alderley  Edge  a weekly  collection  has  been  maintained. 
In  Cheadle  and  Gatley  a weekly  collection  has  been  maintained 
except  at  holiday  periods.  In  Wilmslow  the  collection  was  between 
9 and  10  days  (this  has  now  been  improved  by  the  bringing  into 
service  of  another  vehicle). 


(d)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  reports  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  all  three 
districts  are  given  at  the  end  of  this  Report.

( a ) Milk  Supply. 

As  reported  previously  all  three  areas  are  now  “ Specified 
Areas  ” and  therefore  no  milk  other  than  designated  milks  can  be 
sold  and  the  sampling  results  have  been  good.

Details  of  Samples  reported  against. 

In  Cheadle  and  Gatley  a tin  of  thick  Cream  was  found  to  be 
deficient  in  milk-fat  to  the  extent  of  50%.  This  was  a tin  of  cream 
purchased  at  a branch  shop  of  a multiple  firm.  The  lable  on  the  tin 
itself  did  not  suggest  that  the  article  was  “ Thick  Cream  ” but  a shop 
assistant  had  placed  a large  card  bearing  the  words  “ Thick  Cream  ” 
on  the  display  stand.  The  sample  was  analysed  on  the  basis  ot 
fC  Thick  Cream  ” and  accordingly  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk-fat. 
Had  the  larger  card  not  been  placed  on  the  stand  the  sample  (on  the 
basis  of  the  label  on  the  tin  itself)  would  have  been  certified  as  genuine. 
The  firm  was  subsequently  fined  £3  and  £1  15.  0.  costs.  In  Wilmslow 
the  two  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  genuine,  but  abnormally 
deficient  of  1.1%  of  solids-not-fat.  No  action  was  taken  in  this 
direction. 

Mr.  Hallard  remarks  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  one 
prosecution  was  not  concerned  with  the  sale  of  an  adulterated  or 
inferior  article  (the  tin  itself  bore  a correct  label)  the  result  of  the 
year’s  sampling  can  be  considered  highly  satisfactory.

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SECTION  H. 


ACTION  UNDER  SECTION  47,  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE 

ACT,  1948. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  apply  this  Section  in 
the  Cheadle  and  Gatley  Urban  District,  to  an  old  lady  who  was 
living  under  insanitary  conditions  and  was  unable,  because  of  her 
age,  to  properly  look  after  herself.  The  action  was  taken  as  an 
emergency  and  further  action  was  taken  in  the  Court,  but  she  settled 
down  very  well  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  renew  the  Order  the 
second  time.  I find  this  section  has  some  value  in  getting  people 
to  go  voluntarily  and  it  can  be  explained  to  them,  that  if  they  do  not, 
it  may  be  necessary  to  bring  a Magistrate.

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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

During  the  year  considerable  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  Rodent  Operative.  A free  service  is  available  to  the 
occupiers  of  all  dwelling  houses,  and  the  occupiers  of  business 
premises  are  always  anxious  to  co-operate  in  giving  the  Operative 
free  access  to  examine  and  treat  the  premises— if  found  necessary. 
All  business  premises  pay  for  these  treatments,  and  large  works  are 
dealt  with  under  annual  agreements. 

The  sewerage  system  in  the  district  has  remained  particularly 
free  from  infestation.  Whenever  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been 
made  on  new  housing  estates  tests  have  been  carried  out  with  a view 
to  checking  as  to  whether  infestation  of  the  sewers  could  take  place 
from  the  surface,  or,  alternatively,  if  surface  infestation  was  taking 
place  from  the  sewers.  In  all  cases  the  results  have  been  negative. 

There  were  no  serious  cases  of  major  infestation  of  either  rats 
or  mice  in  any  part  of  the  district.

As  regards  the  last  item  in  the  above  table,  food  hawkers  have  been 
registered  under  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act  1953.  There  are 
various  types,  ranging  from  greengrocery  to  fishmongers  and  butchers. 
Food  hawkers  who  have  shops  in  the  area  do  not  come  within  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  at  the  food  premises  listed 
above,  and  to  the  hawkers  vehicles,  has  been  756.  There  have  been  no 
difficulties  up  to  the  present  in  asking  the  proprietors  to  comply  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


There  are  no  Clean  Food  Guilds  in  the  area,  but  from  time  to 
time  if  informative  circulars  etc.,  have  been  received  from  the 
Ministry,  information  of  use  to  the  retailers  has  been  extracted  from 
these  circulars  and  distributed  to  the  shop  managers. 
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Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  : 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  forty  registered  ice  cream  manu- 
facturers and  retailers  keeping  premises  in  the  area.  There  are,  of 
course,  others  who  come  into  the  district.  Of  these  forty,  two  are 
manufacturers,  the  remaining  thirty-eight  purchasing  their  com- 
modities from  well-known  national  manufacturers.  Twenty-three 
samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year,  nineteen  of  which 
came  within  Group  I and  the  other  four  within  Group  II. 


Milk  & Dairies  Orders. 

Attached  hereto  (page  28)  is  a table  setting  out  the  number  of 
samples  of  milk  procured  during  the  year,  and  the  results  obtained. 
As  this  area  is  now  within  a specified  area  only  pasteurised,  sterilised 
and  tuberculin  tested,  may  be  sold  in  this  district.  There  are 
three  pasteurising  establishments,  and  they  are  all  well  kept.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1956. 

I present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1956  which  contains 
details  of  the  work  performed  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
whose  duties  cover  a very  wide  field.  In  recent  years  these  duties 
have  been  steadily  increasing,  both  as  the  result  of  the  growth  of  the 
district  and  the  amount  of  new  legislation  which  has  placed 
additional  duties  on  the  department  since  the  end  of  the  war . 


Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
can  be  obtained  from  the  statistical  information  contained  in  the 
report,  but  it  may  not  be  readily  appreciated  from  its  perusal  that 
certain  sections  of  the  work  are  not  receiving  adequate  attention. 


Meat  Inspection  increased  considerably  during  1956  when  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  almost  double  that  of  the  previous 
year  and  nearly  five  times  the  pre-war  figure.  This  service  alone  is 
now  occupying  a large  proportion  of  the  time  of  one  Inspector, 
whereas  just  over  two  years  ago  there  were  no  Meat  Inspection 
duties  at  all.  Other  day-to-day  work,  which  must  receive  imme- 
diate attention  as  it  arises,  has  also  increased  considerably  in  recent 
years  leaving  very  little  opportunity  for  carrying  out  work  of  a routine 
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nature.  The  enforcement  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the 
inspection  of  houses  either  for  repair  or  demolition  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  are  two  important  branches  in  which  very  little  pro- 
gress is  being  made. 


I feel  I must  draw  your  attention  to  this  position  as  I can  see  no 
possibility  of  fulfilling  all  my  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner  with 
the  existing  staff,  which  incidentally  has  not  been  increased  for  nearly 
20  years. 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  changes  of  staff  during 
the  year  and  once  again  1 should  like  to  thank  both  my  staff  and  the 
officers  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance 
during  this  period.

The  Council  also  accepted  an  undertaking  from  the  owner  of 
Battery  House,  Lindow  Common,  not  to  permit  the  house  to  be  used 
for  human  habitation  in  its  present  condition. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  occupiers  of  six  of  the  twelve  houses  had 
been  found  other  accomodation  and  two  of  the  houses  (No.  61 
Chapel  Lane,  and  No.  6 Church  Street)  had  been  demolished.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  position  with  regard  to  camping  sites  remains  unchanged. 
There  is  still  only  one  approved  camping  site  licensed  to  take  not  more 
than  35  caravans  at  any  one  time.  The  number  and  position  of 
individual  caravans  sited  in  various  parts  of  the  district  is  constantly 
changing.  The  Council  issued  7 licenses  during  the  year  for  the  use  of 
caravans  on  isolated  sites,  for  residential  purposes.

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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Meat  Inspection  : 

There  is  one  licensed  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  is 
situated  at  Morley  Green,  Wilmslow. 
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The  number  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  slaughtered  here  in  1956  was 
2,505  compared  with  1,339  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  car- 
cases inspected  at  the  slaughterhouse  was  2,165  and  the  remaining  340 
which  were  mostly  pigs  were  consigned  to  the  Manchester 
Wholesale  Market  where  they  were  inspected  by  arrangement  with 
the  Markets  Department.  You  will  note  therefore,  that  the  inspection 
of  100%  of  the  animals  slaughtered  at  these  premises  was  carried  out 
but  this  was  not  achieved  without  neglecting  other  public  health 
duties  some  of  which  were  considerably  curtailed  or  almost  completely 
abandoned.  Slaughtering  took  place  on  5 days  of  each  week  and  at 
some  periods  of  the  year  my  Assistant  was  engaged  almost  half  his 
time  on  Meat  Inspection  duties  each  week.  I shall  continue  to  adopt 
the  policy  of  giving  priority  to  Meat  Inspection  work,  but  it  must  be 
emphasised  that  in  order  to  do  this  other  important  public  health 
duties  are  not  being  carried  out  in  a proper  manner. 


From  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  which  is  shown  in  the 
following  tables  and  which  includes  the  whole  carcases  of  19  cattle, 
3 calves  and  4 pigs,  you  will  appreciate  that  it  is  very  important  that 
all  animals  should  be  inspected  as  undoubtedly  a considerable 
proportion  of  this  meat  would  find  its  way  into  the  shops.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  195S. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  above  Regulations  became  fully  operative  on  the  1st  July, 
1956.  These  Regulations  gave  Local  Authorities  power  to  require 
a much  higher  standard  of  hygiene  in  every  type  of  business  where 
food  is  handled,  prepared  or  stored.  To  obtain  these  improvements 
it  will  be  necessary  to  make  frequent  inspections  of  all  food 
premises,  of  which  there  are  163  in  the  district.  1 regret  that  it  has 
not  been  possible  during  1956  to  commence  routine  inspections  of 
food  businesses,  due  to  a considerable  increase  in  other  duties,  par- 
ticularly Meat  Inspection,  to  which  reference  is  made  under  that 
heading.  With  the  present  amount  of  day  to  day  work  which  must 
receive  attention,  I can  see  no  possibility  of  these  Regulations  being 
properly  enforced  with  the  existing  staff.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  278  different  types  of  food  businesses  on  the  register,

Many  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  both  with  regard 
to  the  discolouration  and  hardness  of  the  water  supplied  by  the 
Stockport  Corporation  Waterworks  Department. 

Both  these  matters  were  discussed  at  a meeting  of  representatives 
of  the  two  authorities  when  it  was  agreed  that  the  Water  Engineer 
should  take  steps  to  reduce  the  hardness  by  mixing  the  hard  water 
from  the  Wilmslow  borehole  with  the  softer  water  in  the  Alderley 
reservoir.  As  a result  of  this  action  there  had  been  a noticeable 
improvement  in  the  degree  of  hardness  of  the  water  now  being 
supplied. 
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The  discolouration  of  the  water  in  the  mains  was  due  to  insuffi- 
cient flushing  necessitated  by  the  water  shortage  earlier  in  the  year. 
Until  normal  routine  flushing  could  again  be  undertaken,  it  was 
promised  that  immediate  steps  would  be  taken  to  flush  any  length 
of  main  about  which  complaint  was  made.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951.

Legal  Proceedings. 

Legal  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
against  a person  who  closed  the  means  of  access  by  which  refuse 
was  removed  from  a dwelling  house.  Arising  out  of  the  Court  pro- 
ceedings the  defendant  agreed  to  provide  another  means  of  access 
which  was  acceptable  to  the  Council. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1936. 

Although  it  is  not  part  of  a Public  Health  Inspector’s  normal 
duties,  the  task  of  administering  the  law  with  regard  to  the  convey- 
ance, storage,  etc.,  of  Petroleum  Spirit  has  been  one  of  my 
responsibilites  for  many  years.  Owing  to  additional  legislation,  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  premises  where  petrol  is  stored  and  the 
age  of  many  of  the  installations,  the  work  of  supervising  the  proper 
storage  facilities  in  this  district  has  considerably  increased  and  once 
again  I must  report  that  it  can  only  be  done  at  the  expense  of  some 
other  duty. 
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There  are  34  premises  where  petrol  is  stored  at  which  there  are 
91  underground  tanks  for  which  licences  permitting  the  storage  of 
50,550  gallons  have  been  issued. 


I wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council’s 
Fire  Brigade  Department  for  the  annual  inspection  of  the  fire  pre- 
cautions at  all  these  premises. 


Legal  Proceedings. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  a private  householder  for 
the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  in  contravention  of  the  Petroleum 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1928.  A warrant  to  search  the  premises  was 
obtained  and  about  60  gallons  of  petrol  were  found  and  seized.  The 
defendant  was  fined  £ 5 , ordered  to  pay  £10  costs,  and  the  petrol 
was  confiscated. 
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
